CREEPY #59 was one of the 
best issues I've read in a long 
time. The cover was outstand- 
ing.

"Destiny's Witch" was a 
good tale of witchcraft, well- 
written and drawn, but that 
ending was ludicrous, and cer- 
tainly out of context with the 
rest of the story.

I was not too pleased with 
"A Dark and Violent Place." 
Like most of Don McGregor's 
recent work, it came oft more 
like a sermon on the evils of 
man than a story. This time, 
his preoccupying theme was 
racism in the guise of a mod- 
ern version of "The Phantom 
of the Opera." I also found 
Adolfo Abellan's artwork 
somewhat tedious and 
scratchy. He and McGregor 
simply do not mix. However. I 
must admit that the action se- 
quences were exciting and, tor 
the most part, the story was 
well-plotted. 



"Spare that Tree" was a 
good, if not outstanding, sto- 
ry, and might even be Jack 
Butterworth's best script to 
date. The art by Martin Sal- 
vador was simple and effec- 
tive, and the story itself was 
suspenseful. 

"Bless Us Father" was def- 
initely the most ambitious sto- 
ry in the book. The concept of 
a maniacal Santa Claus was a 
good one. and with Richard 
Corben at the helm, it seemed 
as though the story could not 
fail. But I found the experi- 
mental structure of the Story 
a little bothersome Bill Du- 
Bay is an excellent writer and 
editor. But the story would 
have been better if handled 
as a 'straight' suspense story. 
If anything, I feel Corben s 
color was a little too flashy for 
this type of black and white 
horror magazine. 

Doug Moench's "Curiosity 
Killed the Cat" was obviously 
an elaboration of his earlier 
"EERIE'S Monster Gallery" in 
issue #39 of that magazine. 
But Doug shouldn't have both- 
ered. The idea behind the sto- 
ry was not very original, and it 



is even more idiotic when one 
considers just why aliens from 
another planet would go 
around in old Model T Fords. 
Soto this point, none of the 
stories succeeded entirely. 
But when I saw the splash 
page of "Not a Creature was 
Stirring," I knew it would be a 
masterpiece, the 'saving 
grace* of the issue.
